VOTE IN oUL wey. 


The new patent ballot box provided | 
by the state which was used at this} 
election for the first time, worked satis-| 
factorily excepting that a badly crump- 
led ballot did not pass readily through 
the rollers, and occasionally a second Jpjct. 
turn of the wheel was required to throw 
it into the box. As each turn noted 
one on the register, a registration of 
two votes was thus given when but one 
had been cast. 


These extra turns were carefully 


noted by one of the supervisors and at 
the close of the polls he bad a record of 
67 errors, denoting that number of bal- 
lots which were twice registered. De- 
ducting this number from 2119 as given 
by the register, left 2052 as the true 
number of persons who had voted 
The ballots were carefully counted and 
found to number 2050, showing that in 
the hurry of the morning two errors 
had passed unnoticed. The names 
checked on the list being counted at the 


f the selectmen and a 


supervisor, gave the same result—2050, 
thus proving that all was right 


As the new law provides thatin towns 


having more than six hundred voters 
the ballot box may be opened and the 
votes counted whenever in the unani- 
mous judgment of the Selectmen, 
Supervisors, and Towu Clerk it is ad- 


ble to do 80> the box was opened at 
when 476 votes had been cast; 
at 11.20 when 991 had voted; at 
ith 1427 votes; and once more 


before the close when 1851 had voted. 
When the poll was closed at 4 o'clock 
the box contained 19 ballots, making 
with those already counted the full 
number of 2050.

Death of Mr. I. w ° iMnaven. 


The death of Israel W. Munroe is, 
for our town, an event to sorrow over. 
For more than half a century he has 
been connected in an active way with 
many of the institutions in Quincy, and 
in a quiet way his influence has beea 
felt in all its public and private life. In

the latter part of last September he was 


prostrated by a sudden illness. From 
this he was apparently recovering, and 
oo the 4th inst. felt well enough to ven- 
ture out as far as the Town Hal! to cast 
his vote. He had always been a Re- 
publican, was deeply interested in thé 
success of his party, and was deter- 
mived to vote if at all able. His fel- 
low citizens were pleased to ser bim at 
the polls and many congratulated him 
upon bis getting well enough to be 
among them once more He returned 
home no worse, as it seemed, for the 
effort he had made. Early the next 
morning, bowever, he complained of 
feeling ill and rapidly grew worse unti 
he lapsed into a state of unconscious- 
ness. In this condition he continued 
up to the hour of his death at balf-past 
eleven in the evening. 

Mr. Munroe was born in Northboro 
in this State Sept. 23d, 1807. He came 


of an old family in that place and al- 


ways liked to visit the town and keep 
up his interest in it He came to 
Quincy a lad of fourteen with little

gence and industrious and steady habits 
Mr. Josiah Brigham, who then kept 
store under the PATRIOT office, engaged 
him as clerk.

The gargle is not unpleasant to the 
taste. I also use it diluted to bathe my 
eyes. Itis very strengthening, and if 
it is good for the throat it must be 
good for the eyes also 

For the benefit of those who have 
not a medical work in their library I 
will copy in brief from mine the 
symptons of chronie laryngitie. “It 
often commences with a slight hoarse- 
ness and irritation of the throat, fre- 
quent hemming or raising of scanty 
mucus and a slight cough As the 
disease progresses these *ymptons in- 
crease In the earlier stages the voice 
is uncertain and often breaks in singing 
or loud speaking Later, ulceration 
takes place, generally marked by pain 
in the throat as if from a sharp-pointed 
body, the discharge becomes offensive ; 
portions of lymph, cartilage and even 
ossific matter are emitted. There is 
USUAL. VY soreness ef the larynx on pres- 
sure and from inhalation of cold sir. 
It forms the so-called ministers’ sore 
throat, and presents every grade of 
Severity down to the most inveterate 
forms of laryngeal consumption.”’- Her- 
ald of Health 


Sea- Weed and its Uses. 

In tropical climates the little air 
bladders which support the sea-wracks 
are of creat service, for the masses of 
sea-weed are several hundred feet lone 
and cf considerable height, having 
stems the thickness of a man’s thigh, 
and branches and drooping stems 
which support innumerable forms of 
animal life, such as corals, crabs, 
worms of different kinds, together with 
mosses and weeds of the sea. and being 
besides a place of deposit for innumer- 
able eggs of various creatures. In 
Scotland the tender parts of the sea 
wracks, known as tangles, are used as 
food, and when cooked are considered 
choice diet for cattle. The <tems of a 
very hard, horny variety of the sea 
wracks are used as knife-handles. They 
are cut in short pieces, and while moist 
or green the blade is forced in at one 
end. When the stem dries it clings 
firmly to the knife-blade Being 
gnarled and horny it resembles buck’s 
horn. and when tipped with metal and 
fully finished, forms an expensive 
knife-handle The rose tangles are 
higher up in the scale of vegetable life, 
and their delicate tints render them 
very beautiful (4 these, dulse is an 
important variety to the Seotch and 
Irish, who, beside using it as a food, 
both in its raw state and ceoked in 
milk, find in it a substitute for tobacco. 
Carrageen moss is another kind of rose- 
tangle, from which a nourishing jelly 
is made The Chinese use one variety 
of rowe-tangle as a chief ingredient in 
this glossing preparations; twenty- 
seven thousand pounds are brought 
annually to Canton and sold at from 


six to eighteen pice per pound
